Chargen of misdemeanour and 
larceny of 50 taels’ of raw opium 
were heard ‘against two Chinese 
detectives, Chn Kum and Tsang 
Tam, at the Magistracy to-day.

FUTURE HORRORS. 


Some interesting and decidedly 
grim possibilities of war in the 
future are given ina book entit- 
led “The Reformation of War” 
which has. just been written by 


Colonel J. F.C. Fuller, who held 


an important position in con- 
nection with the British Tank 
Corps in the Great War. From 
what he says, we deduce that the 
chief war weapon of the future 
will be gas, probably used from 


‘}aeroplanes. According to the wri- 


ter, the gas-spreadiag aeroplane 
will “destroy infautry like ver- 
min.” Even if the yas be but an 
anaesthetic, Colonel Fuller says 
a whole column of troops could 
be put into a mystic sleep, and he 
*“ What General.on. earth 
is going to win decisive battles if 
whole divisions and corps are to

tbe put to bed for several hours at 


at'atime?" That is looking at 
the matter from the purely 
military standpoint. 

A horrible future is in store for 
city dwellers during future big|° 
wars, according to the authority 
quoted. He pictures London 
being attacked from the air with 
a flpet of say five hundred 
asroplanes carrying. bombs of 


mustard gas, which might causa 


endless casualtios and throw the 
whole city into = panic. “ Pic- 
ture, if you can, what the result 
will be:, London for several 
days will be one vast raving 
Bedlam, the . hospitals will be 
stormed, traffic will cease, the 
homeless will shriek for help, the 
city will be in. pandemonium.” 
What is the ramedy? According 
to this writer, it is an adequate 
ready to 
to strike back atonce, That, of 
course, is second best choice te 
international disarmament, the 
signs of which are not too bright 
at the moment. 


The past years have demon-| 
strated that it costs increasingly 
more to kill a soldier with each 
new war-—and such killing is the 
object of all war, after all. New 
means ‘of defence are quickly 
devised to protect soldiera against 
new means of attack. Militarists, 
thus frustrated, are turning more 
and more to attacks on civilians 
at the back of the lines. So it 
seems safe to predict that if an- 
other big war comes,.the main 
campaigns will be 
against civilians , instead of 
against ermies “and. navies— 
starvation blockades, for ex- 
ample, and, more particularly, 
destruction of citias by aeroplanes

Britain’s Agriculture. 


“The furtheriattempts to bolster |» 
- up the agricultural industry in 


. | Britain, and the recent trouble 
among farim labourers in parts of 
tngland, remind us that the days 
of profitable rural. ondertakiogs 
ara passing, slowly but surely. 
Tho spread of urban areas, the 
absorption of country districts for 
erection of manufacturing plants 


‘jand, workers’ houses, and the 


steady gravitation of the country 
population towards the towns and 
cities, hava set on foot the gradual 
decline of agriculture io Britain, 


“jand nothing the Government can 


do will succeed in artesting the 
decay of the sucient industry. In 
the days when the land under 
food crops was much more exten- 
sive than now, and farmers were 
able to make a comfortable living, 
the agritultural labourers were 
easily, one might aay notoriously, 
the worst paid section of manual 
workera in the whole country. 
The changed Labour outlook has 
altered that, and there ara other 
influences operating towards 
making farming a s#mall-paying 
industry The “back to the 
land** movernent just after 
the war has left a large num- 
ber of people who invested in 
agricultural undertakings worse 
|off than when they started. In 
years to come the greater part of 
Britain will be bereft of its bigger 
farms, and where other iniustries 
have not penetrated there will be 
only scattered small-holdings. An 
interesting spectacle is efforded in 
some districts by the abandooment 
of fields owing to their having been 
tunneled by miners following the 
veins runoingfrom a neighbouring 
coalmine. Where stood « rustic 
wall, maybe, we later find a mine 
jsbaft. The Colonies, with their 
vast areas of agricultural lands 
and their ever-increasing dairying 
facilities, have already taken the 
place ofrural Britain in supplying 
the needs ‘of the population. 
Farming in the Mothercountry| 
already suggests a hobby for the 
wealthy experimentor ratber than 
a living for the practical man. 


Seamen’s Wages. 

Itis interesting, to note that the 
reduction in the wages paid to 
British seamen has not been ac- 
cepted ascomplacentiy as was ex- 
pected in some quarters The 
whole justification for these lower 
wages, as with other torms of em- 
ployruent, appears to centre 
on the ‘fall in the cost of 
living—which, incidentally, is 
not felt in the. East, where 
living expenses tend to increase. 
The shipping companies are try- 
ing their best to reduce working 
costs wherever possible, and one 

of the avenues to lower expendi- 
ture lies in this cut in, the 8ea8- 
men's wages. Many of.the men 
have accepted the reduction with- 
qut open protest, which is tothe 
credit of a fine body of men. The 
question will always be, whether 
seamen's wages have over réally 
been high enough. Theirs is work 
of an exacting and often danger- 
cus nature, and even nowadays 
the conditions of accommodation 
and food on some ships are 
disgraceful. .One of the reasons 
why so-many British vessels 
employ foreign hands is this very 
matter of conditions of service. 
The country requires more 
Britons working on its vessals. 
The ideal would be to have aur 
mercantile marine manned one 
hundred per cent by British sub- 
jects at least. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that the recent reduc- 
tion in wages will not reault even- 
tually" in an even larger foreign 
element. "Tha problem affects the 
bigger lines very slightly, but is 
one of especial concern in conuec- 
tion with the numerous tramp 
steamers, whether under sail or 
\steam, that in the aggregate go to 
make upa large part of Britain’s 
mercantile marine tonnage.

FINE RECORD IN CUSTONS 
SERVICE. 


By the. Empress of Russia there 
left Hongkong. to-day, on retire- 
ment, one of the best-known and 
most highly-respected — officials 
of the Chinese Maritime Customs, 
in the person of Mr. A. H. Har. 
ris, who has just left Canton after 
serving ss Commissioner there 
since the letter part of 1921. In 
all, Mr. Harris has been in the 
Customs service” for 40 years, 
less two months, and be has been 
granted leave by spacial request, 
in order to avoid the trying heat 
of summer, his retirement taking 
place within a fex . months’ 
time, During his lengthy te 
sidence in the East, Mr. Harris 
has made innumerable friends, 
who have ‘come to: admire him 
for his integrity of character, 
his courageous stand against 
anything which ha bolieves to be 
wrocg, and his all-round courtesy 
in official and private life. 


Early Service. 


In the Customs service, Mr. 
Harris has had a most interest- 
ing and varied career. He first 
came East in 1883, being appoint- 
ed to Hankow as a junior 
aasistant in the Customs Service. 
He was tater transferred 
Peking to study Chinese, , 
‘then served in the Secretariat of 
the Inspector General. In 1886, 
he was seat down to Tientsin as 
Secretary and Interpreter to the 
Chinese Navy’ under Captain 
Lang, RN., the organiser 
and, joint Commander-in-Chief 
with Admiral Ting, serving 
under Viceroy Li Hung chang. 
Four years later, Admiral 
Lang of the Chinese Navy (as he 
subsequently became) retired, 
cand Mr, Harris then went Home 
on leave. Whilst in England, he 
entered Trinity College, Oxford, 
and when the Davis Scholarship. 
for Chinese Knowledge fell vacant 
he competed for it and was 
successful. He was, however, 
uneble to hold it for the full term, 
and passed it over to.bis com. 
petitor, a young Japanese, under 
graduate, On returning to'China, 
after a short spell at the head of 
the West River, Mr. Harris was 
stationed at Shanghai for four 
years, serving as Secretary to 
Messrs. Hippisley and Rocher. 


The Boxer Troubles. 
-After a second period of leave, 


in 1900, Mr. Harris was sext to] 


Wuchow in charge of the 
Customs station there, whare he 
had many interesting experi- 
ences in connection with the 
Boxer troubles. Fortunately, 
however, all the telegrams 
coming through ‘Canton 
intercepted by Viceroy Li, and 
he refused to pass on the order 
for extermination of foreigners, 
so that the troubles of that year 
fell lightly on Kwangtung and 
Kwangst In 190!, Mr. Harris 
was sent up to.Nanning to make 
arrangements for the opening of 
-|the port there as a “self-opened 
mart" and for the institution of 
West River regniations. He was 
then transferred to the Statistical 


“| Department in Shanghai for six 


months, after which he was sent 
to Yochow in Hunan. From 
there, he was ‘moved by request 


*|to Changsha, which port he had 


the honour and Pleasure of 
opening. 


Arranged Conservancy. Loan. 


Going on leave again in 1906, 
Mr. Harris was, on ‘his return, 
appointed Commissioner at Swa- 
tow, and after eighteen months 
there he was sent to Hongkong 
in charge of the Kewloon and 
District .Customs.' He served 
here for four years. Returning 
from Home in 1913, be visited ail 
the porta for. six months as 
Examiner in Chinese. On com- 
pletion of this ‘work, he was ap- 
pointed to Newchwang and whilst 
there he had the privilege of 
putting through the rogulations 
aod arranging the loan for the 
Laio River Conservancy, having 
the satisfaction -of seeing the 
work started in the competent 
hands of Mr. G. Hughes. . From 
Newchwang, Mr. Harris returned 
to Hongkong, serving here from 
1916 to 1918, and on returning 
from leave in 1919, he was posted |: 
to Amoy and ‘trom there’ trans- 
ferred in the autuma of 1921 to 
Canton.

him pulsated with the commercial 
life of the ports and represented 
live men and live business. Under 
Sir Francis Agien, the status and 
prospects of the Service had enor- 
tmously improved, and the coa- 
ditions which now faced a young 
man were very different from. 
those which he (Mr.Harris) and 
his friends of the 70's sud 80's had 
to face. “I should like to add,” 
remarked. Mr. Harris, “that 
during my two periods of service 
in Hongkong I have been deaply 
cognisant of the courtesies ex- 
terded to me by the Hongkong 
Government. It has been my 
pleasure to support, and I 
hope, to forward whatever bas 
been the policy of the In- 
spector Generals, from Sir Robert 
Hart to Sir Francis Aglen, to 
establish cordial relacions between 
the Goverrment and the Service, 
and between the Hongkong . 
Government and the Kwangtung 
Provincis! Governmont. Natural- 
ly, after so many years, I leave 
the East with regret, for 1 
many friends out here, but the .
